Failing to do which 
wilhin thirty ILI.VS "the comptroller may 
with the concurrence of the secretary of 
the treasury, appoint a receiver, etc."

lodges a discretion witli the comptroilei 
and witli the secretary of the treasury 
as to ihe enforcement of the rule. You 
arc therefore notiiied lhat Ihc rule will 
not be enforced so far as it relates to 
government deposits secured by govern- 
ment bonds.

Bu 
by .scattering some little soil from in 
fected fields, the plant begins to pros 
per and soon has all it needs. So i 
theaifalfadocsnotgrow luxuriantly a 
H should, very likely a. little fcrtili/.s 
tion from soil in which it has prospcrc 
will set the plant "on its feel." Much o 
theprairicsoilis already impregnate 
with this microbe.

Fro:a Fond du Lac co-ues a repor 


that far-ners are trying alfalfa as a 
fodder plant with much success. Al- 
falfa is> a sort of a clover which yields 
three crops a year and is a excellent 
fodder and of some good as a pastur- 
age. The peculiar value of this plant 
ss not confined to icea.ng purposes. 
It has a wonderful capacity for ex- 
tracting nitrogen from the atmo- 
sphere and transferring :t to the soil. 
So it becomes a fertiizer of grea 
value- But here it has another pe- 
culiarity. This power to 
extract 


nitrogen depends on certin little no- 
dules clustering about the roots and 
these in turn depend on a particular 
msscrobe, or something of the sort, 
which exists in some soils and not in 
others. Where this particular microbe 
is absent, alfalfadoes not do well. But 
by scattering some little soil from in- 
fected fields, the plant begins to pros- 
per and soon has all it needs. So if 
the alfalfadoesnotgrow luxuriantly as 
it should, very likely a little fertiliza-
